(First Of Two Parts)

Today, 91 year old Opsie 
Evans Nickell lives in Malone 
with her son, Zane. She lives a 
very unassuming life with no hint 
of a unique experience that hap- 
pened in her young life. 

In 1937, Mary Evans, Opsie 
Evans’ mother, worked at the 
County Farm on Wells Hill. Her 
two daughters, Opsie and Olive, 
worked in town. The girls had 
rooms at the County Farm since 
their mother worked there. Each 
morning, they walked down the 
hill and across the swinging 
bridge to work. Opsie worked at 
the Cole Hotel and Olive worked 
for Bill Childers at his lunch 
counter in the front of his pool 
room, which was across the street 
from the hotel. Opsie usually got 
off work before Olive and would 
wait for her so they could walk 
across the swinging bridge an up 
Wells Hill together. Opsie made 
about three dollars a week and 
received her meals at the hotel. 

Nineteen year old Opsie 
Evans was working at the Cole 
Hotel as a cook. She worked with 
Madge Sloas (Wiley Williams) 
and Gypsie Griffitts. Gypsie was 
also a cook. Madge was a house- 
keeper and sometimes cook. Be- 
sides being a cook, Gypsie 
waited on tables as Opsie handed 
her the food. Ada Cochran, sis- 
ter to Mrs. Jack Cole, did most 
of the baking, usually angel food 
cake, which she was famous for. 

Henry “Jack” Cole was the 
owner of the Cole Hotel at that 
time. 

Mrs. Eleanor Roosevelt, wife

of President Franklin D. 
Roosevelt, came to West Liberty 
May 24, 1937, to dedicate the 
newly built Morgan County High 
School. The building was built 
with government and local funds 
through the Works Progress Ad- 
ministration. 

In April 1937, there was a plea 
by Morgan County School Su- 
perintendent Ova O. Haney for a 
general cleanup of the county, 
and especially West Liberty, to 
prepare for the arrival of Eleanor 
Roosevelt on May 24. Haney 
asked that town officials have all 
the alleys cleaned of rubbish and 
people in town to clean their 
lawns of trash. He stated, “Per- 
haps a tasteful arrangement or a 
new mowed lawn will help your 
place look its best.” Haney also 
asked each individual that would 
be in attendance to be helpful to 
visitors in finding a parking place

and provide directions to a place 
to eat and rest. A call was made 
for all Adult Supervisors of Mor- 
gan, Wolfe, Johnson, Breathitt 
and Magoffin counties to meet in 
West Liberty on May 14 to make 
plans to display exhibits for the 
First Lady. 

On April 29, Superintendent 
Haney stated in the local paper 
that Governor A. B. “Happy” 
Chandler would be attending and 
would be accompanied by thirty 
state troopers to help with with 
the crowd. Plans were being 
made to decorate the town and 
building. Plans were to have the 
school equipped with 10 loud 
speakers so everyone could hear 
Mrs. Roosevelt. Superintendent 
Haney was quoted in the news- 
paper story, “The reception com- 
mittee is now working out the 
minute details relative to receiv- 
ing Mrs. Roosevelt with the good 



old mountain hospitality which 
she so dearly loves.” 

J. W. Brooker, Director of 
School Buildings and Grounds 
for the state, accepted an invita- 
tion to attend the dedication. In 
his letter accepting the invitation, 
he said of the new school, “There 
is no other project in the state that 
compares with it.” 

Letters began coming into the 
superintendent’s office request- 
ing information concerning the 
time of the program, hotel ac- 
commodations, directions to 
West Liberty, etc. 

On May 20, final announce- 
ments were made in the local 
paper telling of arrangements 
made and what was planned. The 
announcement of state troopers 
sent by Gov. Chandler was again 
made. They would be housed in 
the Childers Hotel (the old hos- 
pital building). A Red Cross 
emergency station had been or- 
ganized for the event. The park- 
ing committee was searching 
diligently for parking space for 
the thousands of cars they ex- 
pected to be in West Liberty. 

Mrs. Roosevelt traveled by 
car (she did the driving) to West 
Liberty with a ten minute stop at 
Camargo to dedicate another new 
school. After stopping at the Cole 
Hotel for about fifteen minutes, 
she was received by the recep- 
tion committee in the library 
room of the new school. She then 
made a tour of the new building. 

Next week: Recollections of 
the final preparations for the 
dedication and Mrs. Roosevelt’s 
lunch in a private dining room at 
Cole Hotel prior to the dedica- 
tion.

Salyersville plant to 
be sold; no changes 
in production seen 

SALYERSVILLE — Conti- 
nental Conveyor and Equipment 
Co., which employs more than 
200 people in Salyersville, is 
expected to continue with “busi- 
ness as usual,” when its parent 
company is sold later this year. 

Continental Global Inc., 
owner of Continental Conveyor, 
has agreed to be purchased by 
Joy Global Inc., for $270 million 
pending regulatory approval, 
which is expected during the first 
quarter of this year. 

Mickey McCaleb, plant man- 
ager at Salyersville, said Joy 
Global “is an old, established 
mining manufacturing company, 
a real good company to work 
for.”

ARE YOU WARMING UP 
WITH SPACE HEATERS? 

• Use heaters on the floor. Never place heaters on furniture, since they may fall, dislodging 
or breaking parts in the heater, which could result in a fire or shock hazard. 

• Unless certified for that purpose, do not use heaters in wet or moist places, such as bath- 
rooms; corrosion or other damage to parts in the heater may lead to a fire or shock hazard. 

• Do not hide cords under rugs or carpets. Placing anything on top of the cord could cause 
the cord to overheat, and can cause a fire. 

• Do not use an extension cord unless absolutely neces- 
sary. Using a light-duty, household extension cord with 
high-wattage appliances can start a fire. If you must 
use an extension cord, it must be marked #14 or #12 A 
WG; this tells the thickness or gauge of the wire in the 
cord. (The smaller the number, the greater the thick- 
ness of the wire.) For example, a cord sold as an air 
conditioner extension cord will have these heavy wires. 

Do not use a cord marked #16 or #18 AWG. Only use 
extension cords bearing the label of an independent 
testing laboratory such a U.L. or E.T.L. 

• Be sure the plug fits snugly in the outlet. Since a loose plug can overheat, have a qualified 
repairman replace the worn-out plug or outlet. Since heaters draw lots of power, the cord 
and plug may feel warm. If the plug feels hot, unplug the heater and have a qualified 
repairman check for problems. If the heater and its plug are found to be working properly, 
have the outlet replaced. Using a heater with a hot cord or plug could start a fire. 

• If a heater is used on an outlet protected by a ground fault circuit interrupter (GFCI) and 
the GFCI trips, do not assume the GFCI is broken. Because GFCIs protect the location where 
leakage currents can cause a severe shock, stop using the heater and have it checked, even 
it if seems to be working properly.

National Forest wants to 
close its office at Stanton 



How ironic that the inaugura- 
tion of Gov. Steve Beshear, 
staunch advocate of ethics in 
government, was financed in 
large part by donors who might 
be perceived as standing to gain 
advantage from the policies of 
his administration. Kentucky 
Registry of Election Finance 
records show the new governor’s 
inaugural committee raised 
$766,662 for the Dec. 11 celebra- 
tions connected with his swear- 
ing-in. It has been reported that 
some of the bigger donors were 
affiliated with the casino and 
horse industries, with obvious 
interest in Beshear ’s initiative to 
expand gambling in Kentucky 
and perhaps coordinate it with 
the state’s racetracks. Of course, 
the governor insists those who 
contributed to his day of glory 
won’t receive any favors from his 
administration as a result. 

In fairness, the Capitol’s new 
regime did not originate the sys- 
tem by which the bills for inau- 
gural festivities are paid in Frank- 
fort, any more than it created the 
fundraising process that helps 
achieve success for political cam- 
paigns. Suggestions that politi- 
cians should be forced to rely on 
public funding for their cam- 
paigns are challenged in some 
circles as an infringement on free 
speech. (Money really does talk.) 
Perhaps a more modest proposal 
would be to let candidates keep 
on taking donations from private 
concerns for their campaigns but

BRUTUS, in “ Julius Caesar” 
by William Shakespeare 

The words seemed a bit odd 
coming from Democratic Gov. 
Steve Beshear, in his State of the 
Commonwealth address, because 
they were favorite campaign 
lines of Larry Forgy, the state’s 
leading Republican orator not so 
long ago. 

They seemed particularly 
strange because Beshear was 
quoting Brutus’ advice but not 
following it. He didn’t take ad- 
vantage of being at “the height 
of my powers” — as Forgy de- 
scribed himself in his dramatic 
declaration for governor in 1 99 1 , 
and as Beshear was Monday 
night, when he addressed legis- 
lators and a statewide television 
audience in the wake of a land- 
slide election. 

Beshear offered no specifics 
of what he plans to do to “create 
a new Kentucky,” as he put it, in 
the face of a horrendous state 
budget crunch — or any expla- 
nation of the crunch. The former 
can be explained; the latter is 
hard to reckon. 

Beshear is a methodical man, 
who tends to play things care- 
fully until he gets his ducks in a 
row, and he apparently does not 
have them lined up when it 
comes to the budget — or even 
on his signature proposal for ca- 
sinos, an idea that seems as com- 
plicated as ever, and almost as 
controversial. And why bring up 
a controversial subject when you 
can’t make a clear sales pitch for 
your position on it? 

But Beshear ran on the issue, 
so casinos were already on the 
minds of voters, some of whom 
are naturally suspicious that he’s 
hyping the budget situation to 
generate support for his proposed 
source of new revenue. Even 
some of my well-educated col- 
leagues have been asking me if 
the budget is as bad as the Gov- 
ernor says. 

It is, and his speech was the 
ideal opportunity to explain the 
state’s financial realities. But his 
strongest statement was that the 
crunch is “unprecedented,” and 
he failed to explain why. So we’ll 
try. 

The most vivid way to sum up 
the crunch is that the state will 
have less money to spend in each 
of the next two fiscal years, be- 
ginning July 1 , than the General 
Assembly appropriated this year. 

That doesn’t mean revenue 
won’t grow. It will, weakly. But 



require public funding of the ritu- 
als that occur after they take of- 
fice. Then it really would be the 
people’s party. That notion might 
be a little difficult to sell when 
Kentucky is facing a budget 
shortfall, but it ought to be con- 
sidered. Once office-seekers get 
elected, it is only fitting that the 
public decide how much adora- 
tion is appropriate and fund it 
accordingly. 

If taxpayers picked up the tab 
for the inaugural parade, recep- 
tion and balls, the extravaganza 
might indeed be somewhat more 
restrained. And why not? The 
fervor has been fading in recent 
decades, anyway. Some longtime 
observers said crowds at the 2007 
parade were the lightest they 
could remember. Apparently the 
hundreds of thousands of dollars 
invested in the event by big 
spenders did little to improve at- 
tendance even though the 
weather was unseasonably warm 
and dry this inauguration day. 

The era of huge outlays to 
feed the vanity of election vic- 
tors is, or should be, past. It’s 
time to shed the myth that masses 
are waiting to line the streets of 
Frankfort to cheer a governor’s 
triumphant march to the Capitol 
every four years. Certainly, Ken- 
tucky should inaugurate its lead- 
ers with dignity and respect, but 
that celebration should be orga- 
nized without turning to special 
interests for financial support.

there will be less to spend be- 
cause the legislature used for the 
current budget one-time sources 
of money that are no longer avail- 
able. Even Senate President 
David Williams, once again the 
top Republican in Frankfort, told 
the state Chamber of Commerce 
dinner this month that the main 
problem was overspending. 

This, of course, is the same 
David Williams who downplays 
the budget train wreck by focus- 
ing attention on the shortfall in 
the current fiscal year, which is 
manageable thanks mainly to the 
budget’s rainy-day fund. Will- 
iams is the politician who is play- 
ing a spin game with casinos; he 
opposes them, so it’s in his inter- 
est to pooh-pooh the state’s 
longer-term budget challenges. 

The legislature’s fiscal irre- 
sponsibility is illustrated by its 
addiction to state appropriations 
for projects that should be funded 
locally. In the last decade or so, 
legislators have been dipping 
deeper and deeper at the state 
trough for their districts, to the 
point that local officials and in- 
fluential citizens have come to 
expect a biennial slice from the 
state pork barrel. Tobacco- settle- 
ment money, supposedly ear- 
marked for improving the agri- 
cultural economy, is being used 
for water and sewer projects with 
little relationship to farming. 

Here’s hoping the legislature 
can use the budget crunch as an 
opportunity to go on the wagon, 
say it will no longer fund purely 
local projects, and pass legisla- 
tion allowing local governments 
more options to raise revenue — 
local sales or income taxes, tour- 
ism-commission taxes on house- 
boat rentals, and so on — to fi- 
nance local projects and pro- 
grams. 

Those could be examples of 
the “bold new direction of inno- 
vation, creativity and 21st Cen- 
tury thinking” for which Beshear 
called in his speech. He is over- 
due to tell us just what his think- 
ing is. He appears to be staking 
it all on his state budget speech, 
to be delivered Jan. 29. Given the 
nature of that address, which re- 
quires much detail, whatever in- 
spiration he has to offer may get 
lost. 

Beshear would do well to re- 
member the words of Brutus that 
precede the more famous lines 
from Shakespeare: “The enemy 
increaseth every day; we, at the 
height, are ready to decline.” In 
other words, the tide is about to 
go out, and Beshear had better 
put his boat in.

“At 
that time, a decision was made 
to retain both office locations, 
although an assessment indicated 
a significantly reduced number 
of visitors to the Stanton office 
in comparison to Morehead.”

office or the nearby Gladie Cul- 
tural Environmental Learning 
Center in the Red River Gorge.

Gov. authorizes 
emergency home 
heating aid funds 

FRANKFORT — Gov. Steve 
Beshear last week ordered imme- 
diate distribution of $7,195,00 in 
federal appropriations to be allo- 
cated to the Low Income Home 
Energy Assistance Program 
(LIHEAP) and the Weatheriza- 
tion (WX) program. 

“Increase in the cost of heat- 
ing fuel has created an additional 
burden on financially-strapped 
families, making the availability 
of energy assistance even more 
critical at this time,” Gov. 
Beshear said. 

The state’s Cabinet for Health 
and Family Services (CHFS) 
made the emergency request. The 
funds are provided by the federal 
Omnibus Appropriations bill for 
2008, signed into law Dec. 26, 
2007. CHFS disburses funds to 
Community Action Agencies, 
who in turn, distribute funds to 
families requiring such assis- 
tance.
